Murrie Motel to Hold 
Open House Sunday at 
Rtes.

Open House will be held Sunday 
at Murrie's Motel on Skokie High- 
way and Rte. 173, east of the village 
which has been completed. Land 
scaping will be accomplished just 
as soon as the weather permits. 

Regarded as the most modem 
motel between Chicago and Mil 
waukee the hostelry is for tourists 
and for residents of the area who 
sometimes find a difficult situation 
when overnight guests arrive un- 
expectedly. 

The motel consists of thirteen 
overnight rental units, with a five- 
room apartment in the center for 
the manager, Mr. Murrie's eldest 
son (Jim and his wife, Joan, the 
daughter of the Wm. Farrars of 
Zion). Jim will bo assisted by his 
brother Jerry, The office adjoins 
their living room, which in this 
position is very convenient for tak 
ing care of guests upon arrival. 

The rental units' main room is 
13x16 feet, with a private tiled bath 
and shower, which are heated by 
individual gas unit heater. This 
equipment has an outside-of-thc- 
building vent, so that none of the 
oxygen in the room is used in the 
heating of same. 

Each unit has two front and two 
rear windows, which are equipped 
with alternate storm windows and 
screens. These combination window 
attachments also make them prow- 
ler-proof. Mr. Murrie has used 
Venetian blinds and drapes on the 
windows throughout the Motel. 

The floors are of asphalt tile, and 
he is using scatter rugs where 
needed in the units. 

The rooms' interiors throughout 
ore finished in a shade of bluff, but 
used combinations of nine different 
colors in the thirteen units. Each 
room has a center light and four 
outlets. In each bathroom there is 
a light over the mirror and an out 
let for electric razors. Every two

Harold A. "Hud" Vogel, Republi- 
can candidate for Representative in 
the General Assembly, this week 
denied a charge that his candidacy 
was based upon anti-unionism, and 
that he himself was anti-union. 

In a talk before a select group of 
McIIenry county voters last Wed- 
nesday evening at Harvard, Vogel 
made the following statement: 

"I have "been accused of being an 
"anti-union"- candidate for this of- 
fice. This is manifestly untrue. I 
am not, however, a so-called "union 
candidate", and am under no obli- 
gation to answer to any union or 
any other pressure group." 

"I am old-fashioned enough to be- 
lieve that the job of the representa- 
tives is to represent all the people . . 
If I am elected, I will earnestly try 
to do this. The measuring rule for 
the desirability of any measures to 
be acted on will not be "is it good 
for my backers?, but rather is it 
good for the largest number of 
people in my district." 

"By the same token, I am not 
going to Springfield to represent 
the fanners alone, or the Public 
utilities, or the industrial interests, 
or the other pressure groups. When 
I am a member of the assembly I 
shall represent all the people in the 
district to the best of my ability." 

"I have not had, nor am I asking 
for, any campaign money from the 
CIO, the utilities, the farm organiza- 
tions or any other groups, and I 
ask your vote and support on this 
basis, no strings, no promises, just 
the best job I can do for the great- 
est number of people of my dis- 
trict." 

Straightforward tactics such as 
these are gaining much strength for 
Vogei's candidacy in McHenry and 
Boone counties, where he is certain 
to poll a large number of votes. 
Coupled with this is an appeal to 
the voters of Lake county for "fair 
play" in asking for one vote here 
so that the two small counties may 
have a chance for representation, 
which has met with much approval.

Costs Uncle Sam 45 Gents 
To Replace Lost S.S. Card 

"The Social Security Administra- 
tion has set up 94,429,877 individual 
accounts since January 1, 1937," 
Bernard Barnett, Manager of the 
Waukegan, Illinois Field Ofice an- 
nounced today. 

"We are establishing new ac- 
counts and issuing new numbers to 
approximately 146,000 people per 
month, and establishing new ac- 
counts for each of these persons. 
However," Mr. Barnett explained, 
"approximately 195,000 persons are 
losing their account number cards 
monthly. Each account number card 
lost costs the Government 45c to re- 
place. This cost is part of the ad- 
ministrative costs of the Social Se- 
curity Administration. 

"Nationally the cost of replacing 
the workers' lost cards is $B7,750 
per month, and yearly, the cost is 
SI, 053,000. 

In Waukegan, about 51 cards per 
month are replaced at a cost of 
$22.95 per month. Workers are 
urged to keep their Social Security 
Account Number Cards in a safe 
place in order to eliminate this ex 
pense. 

'The Waukegan office of the So- 
cial Security Administration is lo- 
cated in the Post Ofice Building, 
and workers having a question 
about their numbers or accounts 
should contact that office."

Heat Your Home Safety 

Alarmed by the number of deaths and injuries 
in fires caused by portable oil heaters, the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters has reisussed it bulletin 
on the use of these devices. Inasmuch as the heaters 
are used during a large part of the year, aside from 
the coldest season, every owner of one should under- 
stand how to operate it with maximum safety. 

First of all, only heaters which have been ap- 



can ignite from spillage. Curtains and upholstery can 
be fired by heaters being placed too close to them, 
Upsetting a lighted heater creates a great fire hazard. 
Finally, in a tightly closed room, a heater may exhaust 
the oxygen, and cause death by asphyxiation or by 
the release of deadly carbon monoxide gas. A good 
oxygen supply is absolutely essential to safe opera- 
tion. 

In recent months there has been an epidemic 
of heater tragedies, many accompanied by death. In 
practically every case, some principle of safety was 
not known or was carelessly disregarded .The National 
Board's factual advice can save life and property — 
and keep a handy heating device from turning into a 
lethal weapon.

Breach of Faith 

The executive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has called for the immediate repeal of 
the wartime excise taxes which apply to amusements, 
transportation, leather goods, cosmetics and other 
products. These taxes, the council said, ore strangling 
busines, and Congress' failure to reapl them is "a 
breach of faith with the American people." In the 
words of a press dispatch. "The AF of L policymaking 
group declared the wartime excise taxes were origi- 
nally enacted only as temporary revenue measures 

and large groups of union members are protesting 
against continuing them any longer." 

This major labor organization is in good com- 
pany when it stands for repeal of the excise taxes. 
Manufacturers, retailers, consumer groups, high gov- 
ernment officials, economists — all point out that the 
emergency that created the taxes has long passed, and 
that the levies damage employment, production and 
purchasing power. The revenue they produce is, in the 
light of current government spending, small. The 
harm they do to the country is groat. 

The excise taxes are often spoken of as luxury 
taxes. But that is very largely a misconception. The 
American citizen who goes to a movie, or travels on 
a train, or buys a suitcase or a lipstick, is certainly 
ot a horrible example of overly luxurious living.

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Boy Scouts Pick 
Historic Site 
For Jamboree 

NEW YORK— The Boy Scouts of 
America has selected Valley Forge, 
Pa., for its second national scout 
jamboree In 1050, Dr. Arthur 
Schuck, chief scout executive of the 
organization, announces. 

Over 30,000 Boy Scouts from 
every Btate and all U. S. territories 
will camp together from June 30 
to July 0, 1050 on the site notable 
as the winter encampment of 
George Washington and his con- 
tinental army from Dec. 19, 1777 to 
June 19, 1778. 

Volley Forge park Is owned, 
maintained ond preserved by the 
commonwealth of Pcnnsylvnnin. An 
Invitation to hold the Jamboree 
there wns received from Governor 
James H. Duff by the Boy Scouts 
of America ond accepted by its 
national executive board, Dr. 
Schuck announced. 

Will Climax Crusade 

The national Jamboree will be 
the climax of the Boy Scouts' two- 
year crusade to "Strengthen the 
arm of liberty." 

Gov. Duff's Invitation to the Boy 
Scouts was accepted after a dozen 
sites in all sections of the United 
States were inspected by the 
engineering service of the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

Gov. Duff's invitation addressed 
to Dr. Schuck follows: 

"On behalf of the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania and the Valley 
Forge park commission, I wish to 
extend to the Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca a cordial Invitation to hold their 
Jamboree at Valley Forge park 
during the summer of 1950 at such 
time as their executives may elect. 

"I am fully acquainted with the 
Boy Scouts' program for tk* year 
1950— to 'crusade to strengthen the 
arm of liberty" — and it was my 
privilege last February In an ad- 
dress at Gettysburg to sponsor this 
crusade for the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. I can visualize no 
more appropriate location for its 
climax than Valley Forge where 
the sacrifice and training were un- 
dergone on' the basis of which our 
heritage of liberty was won. 

"You may be assured of the full 
cooperation of the commonwealth 
and its agencies. The Valley Forge 
park commission will make avail- 
able the facilities it has at its dis- 
posal during the period of prepara- 
tion. Should your national executive 
board accept this invitation. . the 
Volley Forge park commission will 
be designated as the coordinating 
agency of the commonwealth with 
which you should develop your de- 
tailed plans insofar ns they in- 
volve the commonwealth." 

To Occupy COO Acres 

Boy Scout officials announced 
that the jamboree camp will proba- 
bly occupy 600 of the 2.033 acres 
In Valley Forge park. This would 
provide 32 sectional camps for a 
maximum of 40,320 scouts and adult 
leaders and a headquarters camp 
for 460 leaders. Valley Forge park 
Is 20 miles northwest of Phila- 
delphia and seven miles west of 
Norristown. 

The first national scout Jamboree 
was held in a 48u-acre tent city on 
both sides of the Potomac river at 
Washington, D.C., from June 30 to 
July 9, 1937 nt the invitation of 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. It 
brought together 27,232 scouts and 
leaders whose fees paid for the ex- 
penses of the entire jamboree. 
President Roosevelt not only visited 
the huge jamboree camp but took 
part in the "stand still parade" In 
his honor on Constitution avenue. 
The scout campers lined the entire 
length of the historic avenue and 
were reviewed by the President as 
he drove between their lines. 

Boy Scouts of twenty-four other 
nations were guests at the en- 
campment.

By Old Chinaman 
At Two Cents Each 

SINGAPORE.— Wong, the half- 
blind consumptive story teller, has 
a dream for sale, 

For 20 years WonR has pierced 
the sad cold walls of lllltcrncy In 
Singapore's Chinatown with the 
drone of his metallic voice. He sets 
up his wooden boxes, his kerosene 
lamp and, for all who care to pay 
two cents, he Is willing to give to 
his fellow Chinese the magic bene- 
fits of his ability to read. 

To thousands of Illiterate labor- 
ers in the overcrowded streets Jn 
this Island speck at the bottom tip 
of Asia, Wong Is an oasis in a 
desert of sorrow. 

The story of Wong's work is told 
with sympathy and understanding 
by Sot Yin Feng, young Chinese 
feature writer for the Singapore 
Straits Times. 

Sot sat and listened In n smelly 
back lane (at other times Wone 
holds court on a temple porch of 
o traffic island) as the story teller 
read the news of the day from 
Chinese language newspapers. 

Sometimes as many as 100 gather 
around. Emergency regulations in 
this area of turmoil prohibit mass 
assemblies, but the police under- 
stand and tolerate Wong's sessions. 
Chinese story telling Is as old as 
the colony Itself. 

Wong spices the news with com- 
ments of his own and generally 
sirnollfics world events for his 
backward audience. It Is only 
through Wnnp's weakened eyes that 
some ooor Chinese keep nbrenst 
nnt only of momentous events, but 
also of munlcinal regulations and 
government statutes. 

In his story telling he talks with 
few. gestures and transports his 
listeners from the drab, unhanoy 
'and of today to the world of Chi- 
nono fnncy, of ancient wars and 
ad'"!ntures. of heroes and fairies. 
The noor coolie, sitting in the 
dim li^ht of n wick lamp, Is lifted 
bv his soothina words to consort 
with the three brother heroes— 
Kuon-Yu, the fierce god of war, 
L?u-Ppi, the noble-minded emperor, 
and ChnnT-Fei, the gallant impul- 
sive warrior.

ATLANTIC, CITY. — Police 
were somewhat red-faced when 
they discovered that a prisoner 
not only had sneaked out of 
jail, but took with him $141 be- 
longing to a cellmate. ' 

Acting Detective Capt. James 
Pike said it all happened this 
way: 

Twenty-cight-ycar-old Major 
Lofston was jailed for brandish- 
ing a loaded revolver at an- 
other man.

BEAR MOUNTAIN, N. Y.— Three 
pairs of beavers brought to this 
area in 1020 by the Palisades inter- 
state park commission as an ex- 
periment are making it possible for 
thousands of city families to enjoy 
outdoor meals beneath canopies oi 
lush green foliage despite the rec- 
ord drought. 

Capt. Sterling Gassaway of the 
Palisades interstate park police 
said the lakes made at beaver 
ponds were keeping near-by foliage 
in excellent condition. 

Henry James, administrative di- 
rector for the park comlssion, 
said this was the first large-scale 
proof of the conservation value ol 
the commission's long range plan 
for drought protection. 

"Depressions from the Ice Age 
loft natural hollows for lakes and 
ponds," James saitl. "The beavers 
were placed near these spots and 
they dammed up water to form 
watcrholes. The park authorities 
built twenty-six lakes at such sites 
and the beavers went ahead to 
select new natural sites."

Burnt*. III. 
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Device Aids Electric 
Organ to Make L/se 
0/ /fs Own £c/]o 

CHICAGO.— A device no larger 
than n golf bag, which makes it 
possible for the electric organ l<> 
create and utilize Its own echo, 
provides a modern substitute for 
the reverberation provided by tlv* 
stone walls and high vaulted ceil- 
ings of large cathedrols. 

Official name of the unique de- 
vice is the Hammond reverbera- 
tion control. And its sole function, 
according to engineers, Is produc- 
tion of the echoes which alone as- 
sure full organ performance. 

Explaining the use of reverbera- 
tion control, organ experts point 
out that echo Is present In varying 
degree in all music and in most 
sound, being that part of sound 
which reaches the listener's ear by 
reflection from neighboring sur- 
faces, rather than by straight nir 
line. Because early churches main- 
ly were large and solidly con- 
structed, most people naturally 
learned to prefer organ music with 
considerable echo they add. 

Need of the echo-maker became 
acute when some churches built 
their acoustics especially for speech 
—a situation that is not the be3t for 
musical reception. It also provides 
the only way in which real organ 
music can be secured out-of-doors, 
since the absence of walls would 
otherwise mean the absence of re- 
verberation and even the largest 
organ would sound thin and shrill. 

The reverberation unit takes the 
place of nature's own echo by pick- 
ing up a part of each tone signal 
from the organ console and carry- 
ing it through a mechanism that 
delays each sound. The delayed sig- 
nals arc amplified and sent on to 
join the original unaltered electrical 
impulses or signals. 

What the ear then hears Is the 
original music as played by the 
organist followed quickly by its 
echo or reverberation, Just as in 
a building part of the music reaches 
the listener directly and part of it 
is reflected from walls and ceiling 
and reaches the ear later than the 
original music, 

The length of the reverberation 
time is also controlled by the unit, 
this being an important factor in 
producing a natural-sounding echc 
Some churches hove a reverbera- 
tion as low as three seconds and 
other large churches run up to 11 
seconds.

Poor Hlgltway System* 
Costly to Gar-Owners 

WASHINGTON. — Poor highway 
systems over the country ore tho 
greatest obstacle to economic n> and 
low-cost automobile transportation, 
an analyst of tho Brookings Institu- 
tion reported. 

He contended that unless more 
nnd better traffic arteries were 
provided, the motorist stood to lose 
all the benefits he might obtain 
from technological improvements 
of the automobile. 

The study, conducted by Wilfred 
Owen of the institution's staff, 
noted that only five to ten cents 
nf the "highway transportation 
dollar" was being currently spent 
on highways. This proportion the 
aut^r regarded as too low. The 
rest of the dollar Is absorbed by 
tho nurchnsc price of the car. gns- 
oline, repairs and other operating 
items. 

This he found to bo the rase Just 
ns on tmnrecrrlpntod 40 mill ! nn mo- 
tor vehicles. 20 ner cent more th^n 
the prewar peak, were in romnetl- 
tlon for highway space. Further- 
more, most of todav's roads wore 
declnrcd not adapted to the roauiro- 
mcnls of heavy volumes of high- 
sneed traffic resulting from populn- 
tion shifts, and a notable trend 
from urban to suburban areas. 



Disease Transmission 
Fears that dust particles In the 
air might spread the foot-and-mouth 
disease virus from Mexico to the 
United States seem to be un- 
founded, in the light of recent vet- 
erinary medlcol research in Swit- 
zerland.

FRANKFURT, GERMANY.-Two 
Germans have developed on elec- 
trical device which, they snv. at- 
tracts fish of n predetermined size, 
stuns them with n slight clnctrlc 
shock nnd causes them to fall into 
the net. 

Phys'clst Konrad Kreutzer and 
Hamburs engineer Herbert Pnelow 
designed the appnratus for fishing 
sparse deep sea banks, but it ha* 
been tried out successfully in fresh 
water. 

At Hamburg they are fitting out 
a former German mine sweeper, 
with which they hope to revolution- 
ize tho fishing industry. 

In front of a normal trawl net 
they trail a metal plate attached to 
a generator. By varying the type 
and the strength of the current 
fishermen could lure big or small 
fish, which develop symptoms of 
anesthesia. They are then scooped 
up in the trawl. 

The invention can also be applied 
to tho whaling industry, it is said.
